“The lowest price we have [for a 
piece] is $12, and the highest price is 
roughly $400,” Cox said. 

Money generated from this five-day 
event will benefit the art programs, 
Womack said. 

“The club can decide that they want 
to fund a student in their club and give 
them money for art materials and art- 
making,’ Womack said, “[or] they can 
use it towards a group of individuals, 
or they can use it for equipment or their 
studios.”

His designs have been published in 
several books, including “Type Ad- 
dicted” and “typo: The Beautiful World 
of Fonts.” He has also had exhibits fea- 
tured in the Laguna College of Art and 
Design, the Museum of Printing Arts 
in Leipzig, Germany, and the ANDLab 
Gallery in Los Angeles.

graphic designer and long-time friend 
Deborah Sussman, a 28-year AGI 
member who designed for the 1984 
Los Angeles Olympic Games, nomi- 
nated him. ; 

The professor grew up in a ship- 
building town, and he said that every- 
one in his small town went straight 
from high school to working in the 
local shipyard. 

“T was in the shipyard for six years, 
and then I realized I was wasting my 
life a little bit and that I can do some- 
thing a bit more interesting,” he said. 

Byrom, who started working in the 
shipyard at 16 years old, then told his 
family that he was considering leav- 
ing the shipyard to attend art school. 

“Tt was quite a shock to them,” he said. 
“I went to London, where I went to art 
school, and it changed me completely.” 

He said that being able to attend 
college and study a field he was pas- - 
sionate about opened his eyes to a 
whole new world. : 

After he was nominated, Byrom 
attended AGI Congress, a mandatory 
annual meeting held a few weeks ago 
in London. 

“Tt-was ... at the Barbican Centre, 
and the first meeting [consisted] of 
two different things: a private meeting 
that only members can go to, and after 
two days, they opened it up so design- 
ers and students [can] do presenta- 
tions,” Byrom said. 

According to the AGI website, a 
different country hosts the Congress 
each year and present “members work 
and professional achievements in art,

commerce and education.” 

Byrom said that he has given presen- 
tations about his work in London and 
other cities across the country, but this 
presentation was a different experience. 

“It was very nerve-wracking,” he 
said. “But what I had just done was 
stepping up completely to another lev- 
el in my field of work.” 

At the meeting, the professor saw 
iconic graphic designers from the ‘60s 
and ‘70s who are all also AGI mem- 
bers. He said that in his presentation, 
he stood before about 150 people 
whom he recognized from the history 
of graphic design. 

The next AGI meeting will be held 
in Sao Paulo, Brazil followed by an- 
other in Switzerland. 

Byrom said he plans to attend the 
annual meetings because he believes it 
is important to keep in touch with all 
of the “greats.” 
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Paul Walker’s death, 
cause of fiery crash still 
under investigation 


VALENCIA — Investigators are 
still working to determine the circum- 
stances surrounding the single-vehicle 
crash that killed actor Paul Walker and 
another man Saturday in Valencia, 
sheriff’s officials said. 

Speed may have been a factor in the 
crash, which occurred about 3:30 p.m. 
on Hercules Street, a normally quiet 
road with a 45-mph speed limit, Los 


- Angeles County sheriff's officials said. 


Walker was apparently the passenger 
in the 2005 red Porsche Carrera GT. 

The four-lane road up the hilly street 
has signs warning drivers to slow down 
as they approach an uphill curve near 
the site of the accident. 

The fiery crash left charred trees in 
the secluded area near a business park, 
and a burned smell lingered in the air 
Sunday. The car, which was reduced to 
an ashen hulk, had toppled a tree and a 
concrete lamp post, which crews from 
Southern California Edison removed 
Sunday. Looping tire tracks were vis- 
ible on the asphalt nearby. — 

Investigators are looking at 
whether the tire tracks are related 
to the crash, but the investigation is 
ongoing, said Sheriff’s Deputy Peter 
Gomez. There probably will not be 
an update on the investigation until 
Monday, he said. 

Because of the condition of the bod- 
ies, which were badly burned, den- 
tal records will be used to positively 
identify the victims, said Los Angeles 
County coroner’s investigator Dana 
Bee. Autopsies have not been sched- 
uled. 

A video taken moments after the 
accident shows black smoke billowing 
from the crumpled red Porsche, which 
caught fire, and debris scattered about 
the roadway. 


“The car is in half. I can’t tell if there 


is someone in there,” one person on the . 


video is heard saying. 

Seconds later comes an answer: “Yes, 
there is someone in there.” At least one 
person heard on the video expresses con- 
cern that the burning car could explode. 

~ Walker, 40, and his friend, whom 
witness Jim Torp identified as Roger 
Rodas, took a red Porsche out for a 
spin as a charity event held in support 
of Walker’s organization Reach Out 
Worldwide was winding down. 

Torp said he heard a loud boom and 
knew in his heart his friends had been 
in an accident. The smoke from the 
crash was visible from Always Evolv- 
ing Performance Motors, which Rodas 
owned, where car enthusiasts and sup- 
porters were still gathered — some 
thinking it was just a fire on a nearby 
hill. 

His son, Brandon Torp, 28, grabbed 
a fire extinguisher and headed up the 
hill, followed by about 20 other work- 
ers, the elder Torp said. 

. “There was nothing they could do,” 
he said. 

Torp said his son saw his two friends 
burn in the car before the Fire Depart- 
ment arrived. 

Officials at the scene held back a 
childhood friend of Walker from puill- 
ing his body from the burning car, and 
firefighters had to pull Rodas’ young 
son away from the wreckage, Jim Torp 
said. 

Eduardo Luna, who owns the ware- 
house across from where the event was 
held, saw the Porsche leave the parking 
lot moments before the crash. Ten min- 
utes later, he heard about the accident 
and ran down to Hercules Street where 
he saw the car in flames. 

“They just didn’t want to believe this 
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PauL WALKER 


happened,” Torp told fans and media at 
the crash site on Sunday. “It was ‘Fast 
and the Furious,’ that’s what it is. Both 
racecar enthusiasts, both loved speed, 
both knew how to handle cars, and this 
had to happen.” 

Walker was in good spirits earlier in 
the afternoon and overwhelmed by the 
event’s success, Torp said. The parking 
lot of the shop had been full of high- 


performance cars, and he and Rodas 
were greeting people, shaking hands 
and enjoying themselves. 

Reach Out Worldwide was formed in 
2010 as a quick response first-aid orga- 
nization, and the event was one of many 
car shows Rodas helped put on each 
month, Torp said. Proceeds are to be 
donated to families affected by the ty- 
phoon in the Philippines and a tornado 
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in Indiana, Torp said. 

When Rodas’ wife and young 
daughter arrived at the Always Evolv- 
ing warehouse after the accident, he 
said he heard screaming through the 
doors after they learned of Rodas’ 
death. 

“The saddest part was watching ... 
Paul Walker’s daughter break down,” 
Torp said. 

Rodas, 38, was active in philanthropy 
and supported several charities through 
his racing. He competed in 10 Pirelli 
World Challenge GTS races in 2013, ac- 
cording to the racing organization. 

Torp, who with his son has worked 
with Always Evolving for several 
years, described Rodas as a compas- 
sionate, fun man who cared deeply 
about others, and “loved his American 
cars as much as he loved his $500,000 
cars.” 

“They died doing what they enjoy 
doing,” he said. “Two close friends died 
together right next to a church. They’re 
both with God.” 

Walker’s death was confirmed by a 
statement posted to his Twitter account 
Saturday. 

“Tt is with a truly heavy heart that we 
must confirm that Paul Walker passed 
away today in a tragic car accident 
while attending a charity event for his 
organization Reach Out Worldwide,” 
the statement said. “He was a passen- 
ger in a friend’s car, in which both lost 
their lives. We appreciate your patience 
as we too are stunned and saddened be- 
yond belief by this news.” 

At the time of his death, the “Fast 
and Furious” star, who also appeared 
in “Pleasantville” and “Varsity Blues,” 
was working on the seventh film of the 
franchise. 

Dozens of fans gathered in Valencia 
early Sunday at the crash site, where 
a makeshift memorial was growing. 
“Fast and Furious” memorabilia was 
placed alongside candles and flowers. 
One sign read, “Paul Walker Race in 
Heaven.”

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ASI fee increase could provide much-needed upgrades 


The Associated Students Inc. 
Senate is looking into raising the 
ASI fee by $16. 

At last month’s ASI Senate 
Meeting, ASI Executive Director 
Richard Haller described the 2014- 
15 budget forecast as a “time for 
tough decisions.” 

If the ASI Senate chooses to 
draft a resolution to potentially 
raise the fee, a referendum for the 
$16 fee increase would be included 
on the spring 2014 ASI ballot. 

Cal State Long Beach students 
currently pay $44 per semester in 
ASI fees. If students vote to approve 
the increase, the fee would rise to 
$60 in fall 2014.

Although an ASI Senate resolu- 
tion has not been authored, we 
support the potential fee increase, 
especially if ASI allows students to 
vote on it.

$79 Student Excellence Fee increase 
coming this spring. 

Students should always have 
a say in what they have to pay.

According to Haller, the fee increase would be used to help pay 


for $750,000 in deferred maintenance on campus.

This potential resolution, however, would not be the first time

Google should reconsider its satellite imagery programs in US 


Two weeks ago, news broke that the 2009 mur- 
der scene of a 14-year-old boy could still be found 
on Google Maps. 

Since the development of Google Earth in 
2005, satellite images have made it possible for 
anyone to zoom in on a location with only a few 
taps on a keyboard. 

Whether it’s planning a trip across Europe or 
viewing the residential areas of overseas relatives, 
Google Earth has made it possible to find almost 
any address with satellite imagery. 

To date, Google Earth has been downloaded 
more than 1 billion times. 

With such accessible and accurate satellite 
imagery, individual privacy is at stake. 

Google Maps, generated by the same software 
as Google Earth, provides users with traffic re- 
ports, residential maps and satellite imagery that 
is supposed to be no more than three years old. 
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Kevin Barrera’s parents were horrified to see 
the that their son’s murder scene was still publicly 
accessible on Google Maps more than four years 
after the fact. 

Barrera was shot and killed next to a rail line 
in Richmond, Calif. The satellite picture shows 
what appears to be Barrera’s 
lifeless body on the ground 
with a number of investiga- 
tors surrounding the scene. 

This graphic murder took place on Aug. 15, 2009. 
Google Maps should have updated its images by 
now. 

The issue may not lie in whether Google Maps. 

should be updated more periodically, though. 
The bigger controversy addresses how much 
information should actually be made available to 
the public. . 

Programs such as Google Earth and Google 
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Maps have made living everyday life much easier, 
from acquiring directions at the click of a button 
to killing time by seeing what Russia looks like 
from a bird’s eye view. 

Despite their popularity, both Google satellite 
programs have been tarnished recently. 

Google Earth has run 
into many problems with 
some overseas governments, 
including China, India and 
South Korea. Iran and Sudan are both com- 
pletely blocked off from Google Earth. 

Rumors have also circulated throughout the past 
five years that Google Earth has aided in terrorism 
activities and robberies in the U.S. and abroad. 

When the Barrera family vocalized their 
concerns about the public murder scene to a local 
news station, the vice president of Google Maps 
called the Barreras family and apologized. He as- 
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sured the family that the image would be removed. 

More than a week went by, though, and the 
murder scene in Richmond was still available on 
Google Maps. 

Google’s satellite technologies do help the 
public good, however. 

On Wednesday, the Los Angeles Times 
reported that Canadian researchers used Google 
Earth to effectively debunk a statistical report 
that said fish harvest was six times lower than it 
actually was. 

With Google Earth’s and Map’s fast results 
and minor glitches, we overlook the fact that 
satellites are scanning our backyards for the 
world to see,

Since World War II, the U.S. has maintained 
a military foothold in the Pacific and established 
itself as a powerful force in the region.

China has also made it clear that any aircrafts 
that fail to identify themselves will be subject to 
“defense emergency measures.”

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an important role in the world we live in, and 
millions of people must overcome racial barriers 
each day to achieve success.

CSU Stanislaus is a designated Hispanic-serving 
institution, yet the two remaining tenured faculty 
in ethnic studies programs have chosen to resign on 


According to Reuters, the islands are uninhab-

While it does have the right to secure its own 
territory, China is over- 
reaching its authority and 
pushing its luck. 

Recently, U.S. and Jap- 
anese planes flexed their 
muscles by flying through the recently expanded 
Chinese air defense zone in defiance. 

Clearly, China should not be able to do as 
it wants in an international climate without 
expecting any consequences whatsoever.

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Naked with Rogen in the desert 


Parodies gone viral 
can rescue even the 
worst music videos.

Seth Rogen uploaded a video onto his 
Facebook page last Monday and it im- 
mediately went viral, with more than a 
hundred thousand hits in one day. 

“While on the set of their movie, “The 
Interview,” James Franco and Seth Ro- 
gen felt inspired to recreate their favorite 
new video. Shot. For. Shot,” according to 
a message at the beginning of the video. 

The video Franco and Rogen paro- 
died was Kanye West’s music video for 
“Bound 2,” a video which generated a 
number of negative comments from en- 
tertainment forums and the general pub- 
lic the week before. 

The “Bound 2” video features Kanye 
West riding a motorcycle through the 
desert with a naked Kim Kardashian 
riding along, straddling his lap with her 
legs around him. 

“T wanted [Bound 2] to look as phony 
as possible ... ‘Cause I want to show you 
that this is the Hunger Games. I want to 
show you that this is the type of imag- 
ery that has been presented to all of us, 
and the only difference is a black dude 
in the middle of it?’ West said on “The

Breakfast Club” radio show. 

West explained that the direction 
for his music video was intended to be 
fantastical, and it seemed Rogen and 
Franco wanted to experience the fan- 
tasy themselves. 

Rogen and Franco recreated “Bound 
2” and titled the parody, “Bound 3.” 

Franco plays West in the video, biking 


through the fluorescent desert with the 
same multicolor shirt West was wearing. 
Then, a naked Rogen presents himself 
on a motorcycle to Franco, looking se- 
ductively into the camera exactly as Kar- 
dashian did as she was draped over the 
motorcycle in West’s video. 

The similarities between the two 
videos are uncanny and each scene in 


the parody duplicates the original, from 
majestic horses, Rogen’s puckered lips 
on camera and the intensity in Franco’s 
eyes. 

By spinning a widely controversial 
music video into a comical light, within 
a week, “Bound 2” generated more hits 
on YouTube and “Bound 3” attracted a 
new audience to West’s song. 


Kardashian publicly acknowledged 
the video on Twitter, praising Rogen 
for doing the parody. 

Prior to “Bound 3,” the original 
West music video was widely seen as 
a failure in the music forums, receiving 
scorn from fans and critics alike. 

Another music video controversy- 


turned-joke, a parody of Miley Cyrus’: 


video “Wrecking Ball” went viral over 
the weekend. 

A man named Steve Kardynal leaked 
a compilation video on YouTube a few 
days ago of him recreating the “Wreck- 
ing Ball” music video, with an added 
twist. Kardynal parodied Cyrus’ video 
to strangers on Chatroulette, a webcam 
chat site. 

An outcry of angry viewers slammed 
Cyrus for being too provocative in her 
video, swinging around a wrecking 
ball completely nude except for a pair 
of Doc Martens. 

Cyrus admitted in interviews that 
most of her behavior in performances 
and music videos is purely for shock 
value. Luckily for Cyrus, Kardynal felt 
the same way. 

The “Wrecking Ball” parody splits 
the screen between Kardynal perform- 
ing the music video and the unsuspect- 
ing strangers’ reactions. Many even 
sung along with Kardynal and all of 
them laughed.

Barely any funds were raised that 
first year, but the original Mo Bros 
grew ‘staches with such gusto that the 
originators decided to take Movember 
to the next level. Garone and Slattery 
established the Movember Foundation 
as an official charity and even designed 
a set of rules for the event. 

The year after its conception, Mo- 
vember raised more than $40,000 and 
was still confined to Australian borders.

double-overtime defeat at the hands of 
Washington sent the 49ers home look- 
ing as depressed as the weather in Se- 
attle, where sunshine there is as rare as 
snow in Long Beach. 

Even though they led by six with 
less than five minutes to go, fouls and 
missed free throws down the stretch 
kept the 49ers from upsetting the Hus- 
kies at Alaska Airlines Arena. 

The loss was LBSU’s_ seventh 
straight, and their 1-7 record marks LB- 
SU’s worst start under Monson. 

“There were a couple times where 
the game is over if we just execute,” 
head coach Dan Monson said. “From 
free throws to rebounding, we didn’t do 
that, and that’s unacceptable.” 

LBSU didn’t jump out to a big lead. 
The 49ers were down 15-10 early on be- 
fore a 9-0 run put them on top. 

Their lead held steady until the end 
of the half, when fouls by the 49ers 
helped Washington get to the free 
throw line. After making 11 of 12 free 
throws in the first half, the Huskies led 
38-37 going into the locker room. 

LBSU was able to get back on track 
in the second half and pulled away to 
lead by as much as eight. Fouls came 
back to bite LBSU once again, though, 
as Washington used three straight and- 
ones to climb back into it. 

The Huskies went ahead 77-76 on a 
pair of free throws with 58 seconds re- 
maining in regulation, but Mike Caffey 
hit a layup and Washington converted 
another free throw before the clock ex- 
pired to send it to overtime. 

Caffey came up big for the 49ers 


again in the first over- 
time. He scored five of 
LBSU’s seven points in 
the five-minute over- 
time, including a layup 
with four seconds re- 
maining to force a sec- 
ond overtime. 

Tired and cramped, 
though, Caffey’s point 
total would stay put. 
Caffey missed all five 
of the shots he took in 
the second overtime, 
and clutch baskets by 
the Huskies sealed the win for Wash- 
ington. 

“We're getting better; we’re just 
not making enough plays to win right 
now,” Monson said. “We had that game 
with two to three minutes left ....and 
we didn’t do the things we needed to to 
win it.” 

The dejected looks on the faces of 
the 49ers suggested that they weren’t 
satisfied with silver linings, but Satur- 
day’s game had plenty of them. Caffey’s 


.28 points were a career high, and three 


other 49ers joined him in double digits. 
Dan Jennings had 22 points but also 
made two key free throws late in the 
game after missing his first four. 

On the Washington side of the ball, 
senior guard C.J. Wilcox set a school 
record for 3-pointers with the 232nd of 
his Huskies career. Wilcox was held to 
15 points, though, after averaging more 
than 27 per contest over his last three 
games. 

The 49ers will come home for their 
first home’ game in weeks, but they 
won't get a break. Twentieth-ranked 
Creighton will roll into Long Beach for 
a7 p.m. game on Tuesday night.

in the second half with back-to-back 
threes early, scoring eight points in a 
three-minute span when none of her 
teammates could. 

“{Ella] was a huge spark for us,” 
Wynn said. “Offensively she strug- 
gled the first five games of the year 
and wasn’t happy with herself. But 
instead of going into the tank and be- 
ing emotionally and mentally out of 


the next game, she took a more mature 
approach.” 

Good defense by LBSU paired with 
poor shooting from the Mavericks al- 
lowed The Beach to sustain a 20-point 
lead for much of the second half. 

A late run by the Mavericks cut 
the lead to 12 with five minutes to go. 
UNO junior Felicia Anderson netted a 
pair of three’s late to make things in- 
teresting. 

But UNO’s late run wouldn’t be 
enough, as LBSU went on to win 77- 
61 and improve to 4-2 on the season, 


giving the 49ers their best six-game 
start since 2005-06. 

“Most importantly I think it was 
important for us to take care of home 
court and protect the Pyramid,” Wynn 
said. “We have enough experience to 
now win on the road like we did at USF. 
I think this is where we should be.” 

Next weekend the 49ers will be 
back on the road for the ASU Clas- 
sic in Tempe, Ariz., where LBSU is 
set to face Harvard on Saturday and 
either Arizona State or Sacred Heart 
on Sunday.

49ers’ disappointing season ends with victory 


LBSU finishes fourth in 
the Big West but beats 
Cal Poly and UCSB to 
close its season.

The night after an exhilarating and 
surprising victory against Big West’s 
then first-place team, UC Santa Bar- 
bara, the 49ers snatched a sweep in 
their last match of the season against 
Cal Poly, ending with scores of 25-12, 
25-16 and 25-14. 

Domination was foreseen, as the 


49ers (18-11, 11-5 Big West) were able 
to take a 12-point lead in the first set 
and cruise to a 25-12 win. 

A win was commanded in the sec- 


ond set as the 49ers took 19 of their 47 . 


kills and gave their opponent no chance 
of success, as the Mustangs (12-17, 6-10 
Big West) obtained zero blocks and hit at 
a .250 clip compared to the 49ers’ .486. 

There was a small scare at the be- 
ginning of the third set when the 49ers 
trailed for the first time. But hope was 
short-lived for the Mustangs, as errors 
allowed the 49ers to pick up nine blocks 
and 15 kills to keep them in the lead. 
The Mustangs had ‘a depressing hit- 
ting percentage of .000 during the set, 
which the ‘Niners took, 25-14. 

The most impressive aspect of the 
49ers’ win may have been their nearly- 
flawless hitting performance, as they 


came out with 47 kills and six errors. 
But it would be unfair to not mention the 
defense that brought out 24 blocks com- 
pared to the Mustangs’ total of four. 
Lone senior Delainey Aigner-Swe- 
sey had an error-free night as she picked 
up 12 kills, the most out of everybody 
of the night. She is one of two Big West 
hitters to surpass 400 kills this season. 
Chisom Okpala also had a perfect 


night as she racked up nine kills and 


seven blocks with no errors in either 
category. 

Alex Reid scored 10 kills while Bre 
Mackie and Haleigh Hampton each 
contributed seven. Hampton and Reid 
also provided five blocks each. 

The Mustangs were led by Megan 
McConnell with nine kills and Steffi 
Sooter with the most digs of the night 
with 15. 


Although the 49ers have a winning 
record and won their last four games, 
the team isn’t satisfied with its fourth- 
place standing in the Big West. 

“We didn’t play to our potential that 
we could have this season,’ Okpala 
said. “ I think we could’ve gone a long 
way and played 10 times better.” 

With the missed opportunity at the 
playoffs, the 49ers understood that 
winning their last two games would not 
boost their standings. But they found 


it important to continue playing to the 


best of their ability. 

“Tt could’ve been easy to give up 
knowing we had no chance at playoffs 
three weeks ago,” Aigner-Swesey said. 
“But we continued to work hard to play 
for our pride and dignity, and I think 
that really says something about our 
team.”

LBSU off to best start under Wynn 


The 49ers improve 
to 4-2 with wins over 
UNO and Pepperdine.

The Beach withstood the Waves on 
Saturday afternoon before beating the 
Mavericks on Sunday. 

After a three-game stint of road 
games against California, Nevada and 
San Francisco, where the ‘Niners found 
themselves 1-2 to start the season, the 
Long Beach State women’s basketball 
team (4-2) is back on the winning track. 

The 49ers defeated Pepperdine 74-61 
on Saturday, followed by a 77-61 game 
against Nebraska-Omaha. 

The win against Pepperdine was 
LBSU’s third-straight win of the season 
and third straight victory over a West 
Coast Conference team. Before this 
season, the 49ers were winless in eight 
games against the WCC since Jody 
Wynn took over as head coach in 2009. 

LBSU took a commanding lead in 
the first half against Pepperdine, go- 


ing on a 15-0 run early. The 49ers then 
continued to pour it on with the first 10 
points going on the Perry Moore Score- 
board in just 75 seconds of play. 

Junior forward Lauren Spargo, the 
team’s leading scorer at 12.3 points per 
game, was the key source of the ‘Nin- 
ers’ production in the first half, as she 
outscored the entire Waves team for the 
first 14 minutes with 14 points. 

“I don’t really have the mentality of, 
‘Oh, I just want to be a scorer,” Spargo 
said. “I feel like it’s more just starting to 
happen for me, and I know I’ve had the 
potential like this. [The coaches] have 
always believed in me, and I think it’s 
finally just shining through.” 

Spargo, who also grabbed eight re- 
bounds in the game, walked. off the 
court with a career-high 19 points on 
7-of-14 shooting. However, she cooled 
off in the second half, and with that 
temperature change, the 49ers needed 
someone to step up with the unexpected 
play of one Pepperdine player. 

The Waves brought the game to sin- 
gle digits on the shoulders of freshman 
Allie Green, who scored a game-high 
27 points in her first career start for 
Pepperdine. 

The LBSU freshmen stepped up 
simultaneously, allowing Wynn to 


run an all-freshman lineup late in the 
game when Pepperdine made a run that 
brought the game to single digits. 

“They increased the lead; rebounded 
and brought a lot of energy,’ Wynn 
said. “Little things here and there will 
come with experience and communi- 
cation, but we’re really excited that we 
got to put all five [freshmen] out on the 
floor tonight.” 

Besides Spargo, the only players 
to score in double figures were fresh- 
men. Madison Montgomery recorded 
her first career double-double with 10 
points and 10 boards, Anna Kim scored 
12, and Raven Benton accounted for 11 
of her team’s points. 

Within 24 hours of the final buzzer 
sounding against Pepperdine, the 49ers 
suited up to play visiting Nebraska- 
Omaha. 

UNO kept the game close for an ear- 
ly portion of the first half, but an and- 
one by Benton off an offensive rebound 
sparked a 13-4 run by The Beach. Ella 
Clark followed that with a right-handed 
skyhook, and by the end of the half, the 
49ers had a commanding 43-25 lead. 

Clark continued her stellar play 
in the second half with back-to-back
